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EUROPE'S ECONOMIC SYSTEM 
With the Marshall plan approaching its 
fourth birthday. It ought not to ballle Eur- 
opeans that we in America are looking more 
to their performance and llatcnlng loss to 
thclt words these days. 
- ECA's goal was lasting economic well-being 
tor Europe, Thanks to Russia, more- than 
that Is now at stake— the security and free-' 
dom of tho continent. Since this affects not 
only Europe but the whole free world, It 1^ 
very much our business, 

Europeans should appreciate that no rea- 
:ionabIe American excepts himself or his 
country from the measurements of earnest 
performance ho would apply to them. We 
must do more than carry our share, wo must 
lead, for we are the youngest, the strongest, 
the soundest of the free peoples. 

But this docs not mean we ought Just to 
center on our own tasks and leave the Eur- 
opeans to solve their problems in tholr own 
way. Each should bo qualified to advise and 
criticize the other honestly and intelligently. 
In the spirit of mutual help. 

There are many key elements in the U. B. 
economic system which are adaptable to 
Europe when modified to fit differences of 
geography, languoge. custom and tho like, 
EuropcoitA show an all too spotty awareness 
of this. They accept it os to aomo features 
but take a distinctly limited view in others. 

Often you hear it said that EuropS'ls an 
ovcr-lntollcctuollzed society, that Its people 
spend so much time analyzing their problems 
— and throwing up obstacles— that they leove 
Uttlo time for action. 

Tho world may begin to believe this if there 
is not ample sign from Europeans soon that 
they xfndcratand the price of inaction. Largo 
parts of the European economy today are vir- 
tual museum pieces. But a continent under 
relentless communist pressure cannot longer 
allord the luxury of clinging to economic 
, helrlooma. 

Many economists and historians have sug- 
gested Europe's economy, has never fitted the 
requirements of a modem Industrial way of 
life. A big reason Is their conviction that 
mass production, with its countless benefits, 
depends inescapably on a broad, unified mar- 
ket. This Europe does not have. 

What It does have Is a lot of carvet^-up 
economies, of. voxylng sizes, competing fran- 
tically with eadi other, wastefully building 
duplicate industrial plants, trying to freeze 
assured but limited markets for themselves. 

Fortunately, forward-looking Europeons in 
high places are coming to realize this funda- 
mental necessity — that industrialism de- 
mands a wide stage to operate successfully. 
Partly out of this awareness and partly froftl 
prodding political realities, the bold Schuman 
plan for pooling Europe's coal and steel out- 
put was bom. 

The plan has become the symbol of Eur- 
ope's adventurous stort on the road to eco- 
nomic—possibly political— federation. It Is 
likewise a test of Europe's capacity for action 
rather than mere words. 

'in this context, it Is heartening to leam 
•■hat the French assembly has at length rati- 
fied the plan by an Impressive vote. ' As au- 
thor and sponsor of tho arrangement, Prance 
was counted on to lead tho way. Had It fail- 
ed to act favorably, early unity hopes might 
weU have been dashed. 

The plan already had been endorsed by 
TSio Netherlands. But it Is still to bo approv- 
^ ed by West Germany, a crucial factor, and 
three other European governments. What 
France has done represents the kind of per- 
formance that alone Is likely to make much 
Impact on this side of the ocean today, yet 
It must be followed by comparable showings 
elsewhere on the continent it a desperately 
needed momentum of action Is to be gained. 
TEARS ARE NEW TV VOGUE 
One of our politicians broke down ond 
cried during a speech the other day. That's 
what television will do. Those news ifllms of 
Iran's Premier Mossadegh in tearful action 
on his homo grounds have been getting 
■'.round. 

We had rather hoped that the voguo 
wouldn't catch on- Wo were especially en- 
couraged when Mossadegh, with fine re- 
straint, managed to curb the flow from his 
lachrymal glands all during his American 
itay. 

But politicians like ,^o experiment with new 
Techniques. And. no question about It, Mos- 
(adegh has got one. 

or course, It really hasn't been tested at the 
polls yet. Iran has an election coming up 
before long, and then we'll see how Mos- 
eadcgh's salty precipitation pays off. It 
might be wise for our own fellows to hold off 
until then. And they'd better give some 
thought, too. to what these crying spells can 
do tq their TV make-up. 

' THE MAIN ISSUE 

The current run of the Washington scan- 
dals, m the opinion of Senator Taft's sltate- 
(.Ists, should strengthen him In his" rivalry 
for General "Ike" Elsenhower for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. 

Although both foreign and domestic Is- 
sues will predominate in next year's cam- 
paign, tho current and prospective revela- 
tions seem to Insure that Jiome problems 
win bo uppermost In the public's mind.

VIcnMS— In many Instances, business men. though 
breaking no law by rccognlUng and reconciling them- 
selves to this sj-stem of "honest graft," havo con- 
tributed to ond profited from this "era of easy 
money." 

"It Is they who cleaned up In polltlco-economlo deal- 
ings with tho Boosovelt-Tniman sources ol pollUcat 
woalLh— the RFC, department of Justice, the economic 
coopoTBtlon administration, defense, agriculture, 
alien properly custodian's office. Interior war assets 
etc. ■ 
Although criminal • Irregularitlee In tho Internal 
revenue bureau have naturally aroused sharpest In- 
dignation among Intimately affected taxpayers, they 
were the ultimate victims, Ui one form or another, 
of all .these "get rich qulclc." political promoters.

"Slioeleis Joe" Jackson, who died of a heart attack 
In South Carolina Wednesday lived the lost three 
decades of hit life under a cloud as one of the 
eight Chicago White Sox players accused of "throw- 
ing" the IDIO world series In organized baseball's big- 
gest scandal. Tlie eight players nnd the ten gamblera 
Indleled for criminal conspiracy were acquitted by a 
ChlcQRo Jury; but Judfie Kenesaw Mountain Landls, 
who had become baseball's czar as a direct result 
of the "Black Box" scandal, banished from tho 
game all who had had any' connection with the al- 
leged -tlx," 

"Shoeless Joe" was a poor, UUterate South Carolina 
ml!! hand before he began to ploy baseball for big 
money. He played Icli field for the White 6ox and In 
the "fixed" scries baited a husky J7S, Ho actually 
signed 0 "confcMlon" along with other accused, but 
ihejo papers were stolen before- the trial and were 
never recovered. Ever afterword he professed Inno- 
cence. J, O. Taylor Si^nk. editor of Sporting News 
and personally close to developments In the "Block 
Sox" Investigation, has written that he believes Jock- 
son "didn't know what he was. doing, and had been 
badly led and advised by more worldly, cunning and 
avaricious players." ■ 

But, despite the decision of the Jiar. tho verdict 
of orginized bnieball and of most fans waa that 
Jockson nnd the other ployers were "guilty." Ho lived 
out his C3 yean nnd died with his one clolni to dis- 
tinction his Infamous tie with the "Black Sox," His 
experience gives some notion of what Is in store for 
those basketball players who hove been convicted, or 
even merely accused, of succumbing more reccnUy 
to .the luro ot gnmblers' cash.— Portland Orcgonlan.

Tlie patient consumer of now food ond drug pro- 
ducts msy. during tho life' of the next congress, be 
relieved of involuntary role na- guinea pig.

A house committee, listening to testimony on this 
ond other points concerned with the use of chemicals 
In food, now indlcntcs thot it will amend the food nnd 
drug laws to force the testing of new adullersnts 
before they are added to food. 

This seems a necessary step toward consumer pro- 
tection, and ir Uie lobbyists of the food and coimctle 
Industries arc wise, they will not oppose It. 

Fortunately, n number of highly respectable food 
packers mid proccisora have Indorsed the Idea thai 
all new chemicals shall bo thoroughly tested before 
being u?c(i tor food or beautlfleatlon.

LONDON— Even prior to tho cud' 
den seliure of the medical profes- 
sion by the national health service 
ot tho (Qclalltt government of Brit- 
ain In July, IMI , BrIUsb customs 
differed aomo- — — — 
what from t h o j 
American.

somewhere else. 

Tho rolatlt 
ship between doc- 
tor and patient y,^^ rmU, 
was less intimate 
In British pracUce and the British 
pnUent was leu demanding than 
the American. The derided "bedside 
monnbr" of American practice woa 
not Included in the service of Brit- 
ish medical men whose lees In many 
eases were reckoned In shUUngs. 

PaUenU were less Ukely to go to 
the doctor or telephone him to hurry 
right over unless they had reason 
to believe that they were reoUy sick 
ond' not suffering from maaalvo 
hangover, hangnail or ^o gripes. 

But If President Truman's plan 
to establish a national, medlcol serv- 
ice within tho so-called social se- 
curity system, which Is broke and 
fraud, were put Into effect tomor- 
)w. each doctor now pmcUcIng 
would bo offered a "practice" under 
a government subsidy of so much 
per patient. 

The Brillsh system Imitates the 
Chinese In that the doctor gets a 
per capita payment per patient even 
though he never sees the paUent. 
Tho patient Is aulgned to him and 
registered In his name and tho 
British equivalent of social security 
pays him three-pence ha' penny a 
week, or seven cents ot normal ex- 
change, for each patient on hU list 

. He Is not allowed to have more 
thnn 4.000 patients. Tills figure la 
based on the assumption that of 
courao he will never havo to 
for more, than a tew at a time. The 
average number on a list Is 3,900. 
When A client of tho national health 
service registers with tho local out- 
post of the bureaucracy, ho Is given 
the nomes of lour or five neighbor- 
hood doctors. , 

He selects one. If ho selects the 
best one. however, he Is Ukely to 
find out thot this one has all the' 
patients he can take care of and 
win not accept any more. Thus, as 
Lord Herder, the king's physician, 
who ts the leader of the Fellowship 
for Freedom In Medicine, has point- 
ed out. the patient goes down the 
list unlll he finds a doctor who can 
iccept him. 

It does not necesiorily follow that 
he wni land In the hands of the least 
competent doctor, but neither can 
he plok the best doctor In the 
neighborhood. The national health 
service in an official pamphlet, pub- 
lished ot public expense, said "mem- 
bers of the public can choose the 
family ■ doctor whom they want," 
which Ls a characteristic He of the 
typical socialist bureaucracy. Obr 
vlously they can't and they never 

But If Truman were to Impose 
this system on the United States, 
every malingering taker and hypo 
could haunt the doctor'H office all 
the time and come away with pre. 
acriptlons for all kinds' of patent 
medicines,, except those which ore 
not admitted to the new pharma- 
copeia. Millions of them would land, 
In hospitals tor tree board and room 
for varying stretches os Harold L. 
Ickes and many other parasites ot 
the noosevcll-Tniman bureaucracy 
have been doing oil these years in 
the naval hospltol In Bcthesda, Md; 

Ickes, a rl^h but stlr,gy man, was 
absolutely Ineligible for a bed or 
medical service at tho naval hos- 
pital under'the low, but he twice put 
himself to bed there tor long peri- 
ods, paying only a day which, 
ot course, did not cover even his 
meals to say nothing ot surgery and 
medicines and tlie price of a private 

Ickes explained that he hod never 
examined the law but had checked 
Into Bethesdn In tho ml.^tnlcen belief 
that ns a cabinet otllccr he 
entitled to all this, adding that the 
public, ho r, pi tail In Washington were 
■not at' nil Rood. That Is, they .were 
good enough tor the people who pay 
tnxes but not good enough for i 
parasitic political aristocracy W'lios< 
altitude toward Iho people is re- 
markably similar to that ot tlic Eo- 
'|et poUtburo. 

The British Medical association Is 
I very sedate and conservative pro- 
fessional . society correspondlnt; to 
our Amerlcnn Medical n-isocliitlon, 
Lord 'Hordcr got tore, however, so 
In November, 1MB. about four 
months after the health service Im- 
posed toclnlUed medicine on thi 
Brillsh doctors and the people, or 
his Initiative, a- group ot medical 
men orKiinUcd the Fellowship for 
Freedom. Lord Horder Is chttlrman 
ot the fal!QW^hlp, 

At the Inaugural meeting In Lon- 
don, he ,inld tho BrilLsh Medical 
association's resistance to the- bu- 
reaucracy had "collapsed" and 
thrown nwny its chance to oppose 
'the drniroonlng of the profession 
by the irallilclnna." He colled this 
"the triumph of the machine"." Tho 
members ot the medical association 
had started an fighters for 
but In 0 tew months, "more, like o 
rabble, we !,urrcndered," 

One of the troubles was an over- 
load of sccreurics In the headquar- 
ters of BMA. However, the fellow- 
ship for freedom has not fought 
the medical oiwciatlon. Tho fellows 
hove kept their membership In the 
association and .hpve tried to rebuild 
Its backbone. 

'i Tills hna caused some horah- feel- 
ing among the men of the profes- 
sion but the otuiude ot tho doctora 
who meekly or caHcrly went oJong 
with the bureaucracy Is tho fa- 
miliar surrender ot business mer. 
tempted to Join the nazi parly In 
aermany or the DemocraUo party 
In the Unllcd Slates in order to get 
contracts or In order not to suffer 
hornsnmcnta, 

■nic national health service began 
under tJie management of a man 
strangely 'like Ickes, a aharllng, 
halctui fellow named Aneurin Sev- 
an, who comes from Wales and hot 
beoa diatnoted aa & cau who ml- 



woyi wanted a good Incoms and tho 
abundant life, and couldn't acUevo 
them normal work for which ho 
hod no gift, ond, therefore, went 
Into politics. 

As I hove related, he cried up a 
cloaa war against "torlea," who ore 
at present about half the British 
populoUon, and roclal hatred 
against tho Anglo-Saxons of Eng- 
land as distinguished from the Celts 
of Woles. ^ ^ .

The Fellowship for Freedom haa

Many o( the 
be.st citizens, refusing to "Join" the 
service, hove to pay full rates for 
medical care, hospltol service and 
medicine with no rebate from the 
state, although they pay the same 
social security taxes, 

Thbi last la the squeeze that haa 
forced many Britons onto the health 
service rolls to put up with care- 
less. Indifferent treatment from 
doctors who don't even bother to 
know them per.ionally but treat 
them as "cases" ot disease. If they 
don't accept tho "service," they get 
no' benefit from their taxes for that 
purpose which ore compulsory.
